General  Statement 


The  Sanatorium 

Established  and  incorporated  in  1891. 

Object:  To  supply  a  suitable  institution  for  the  treatment  of  incipient  pulmonary 
disease  arising  in  women  of  refinement  and  limited  means. 

Capacity:  32  patients. 

Location:  In  the  pines  at  Sharon  about  five  minutes’  from  the  station  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.R.  Sharon  is  about  equally  distant  from  Boston  and 
Providence — 19  miles  from  Boston. 

Terms:  The  price  of  board  and  medical  care  is  $20.00  a  week,  exclusive  of  laundry. 

The  Grounds:  The  Sanatorium  grounds  cover  120  acres — the  elevation  and  out¬ 
look  are  most  desirable.  Pure  air  is  abundant. 

Food:  No  pains  nor  expense  are  spared  to  provide  the  patients  with  the  most 
nourishing  diet. 


The  Children’s  Pavilion  and  Open  Air  Boarding  School 

Established  in  1918  through  the  generosity  of  friends. 

Object:  To  extend  to  delicate  children,  predisposed  to  tuberculosis,  a  chance  to 
regain  normal  health.  No  active  cases  are  received. 

Capacity:  20  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14  years. 

Location:  On  the  edge  of  the  woods  at  some  distance  from  the  main  buildings 
of  the  Sanatorium,  a  really  ideal  site. 

Terms:  $15  a  week,  exclusive  of  laundry.  This  includes  board  and  medical  care 
other  than  dental  and  surgical  treatment. 

Studies:  These  are  made  as  flexible  as  possible.  Every  advantage  is  given  the 
individual.  Classes  and  grades,  however,  are  planned  according  to  the 
standard  of  the  best  public  schools,  with  a  view  to  the  pupil’s  keeping  up  with 
his  grade. 

Sessions:  The  morning  session  is  devoted  to  upper  grade  work  and  the  afternoon 
session  to  the  lower  grade. 

Leisure  Time:  Handicraft  work,  with  merry  games  and  outings,  are  under  the 
oversight  of  a  well-qualified  teacher. 

Rest  Periods  and  Meals:  These  are  ample  and  are  carefully  attended  to  by  a 
trained  nurse  and  a  dietitian,  with  the  advice  of  the  doctor. 


VISITING  HOURS 

The  visiting  hours  of  either  department  are  from  3  to  5 
p.  m.  daily. 


Important 

The  charges  made  to  patients  of  the  Sanatorium  or  of  the  Children’s  Pavilion 
do  not  cover  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

While  this  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise,  neither  is  it  a  charity  in  the  usual 
sense,  but,  like  the  privileges  of  our  colleges,  these  are  benefits  which  self-respecting 
families  may  accept.

DIRECTORS’  REPORT 


AS  an  introduction  to  our  annual  report,  it  is  not 
claiming  too  much  to  say  that  the  educational 
effect  of  sanatoria  where  hygienic  methods  of  life  are 
constantly  being  taught  has  been  a  large  factor  in  the 
reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  during  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century,  especially  in  the  last  decade. 
This  disease,  which  formerly  headed  the  mortality  list, 
now  has  been  placed  in  the  fourth,  possibly  the  fifth 
rank  in  its  fatal  results;  all  of  which  encourages  us  to 
further  endeavor.  Notwithstanding  the  astonishing 
development  in  methods  of  meeting  the  tuberculosis 
problem,  whether  it  be  by  the  establishment  of  hospi¬ 
tals  for  the  advanced  cases,  of  dispensaries,  of  treatment 
in  the  home,  in  social  service  work,  “Industrial  Colon¬ 
ies/’  or  whatever,  the  necessity  for  properly  regulated 
sanatoria  for  the  early  hopeful  cases  is  of  paramount 
importance  as  one  great  link  in  the  chain  of  our  different 
methods  of  combating  the  disease. 

To  speak  more  concretely,  each  year  that  passes 
shows  more  and  more  convincingly  the  value  of  the 
Sharon  Sanatorium  as  a  resort  where  women  who  are 
already  victims  of  tuberculosis  as  well  as  children  who 
are  threatened  with  it,  can  be  restored  to  health  and 
live  active,  useful  lives  afterwards.  Proofs  of  this  are 
being  given  constantly  through  letters  from  former 
patients,  some  of  them  having  graduated  from  the 
Sanatorium  over  thirty  years  ago. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice,  also,  the  apparently  unique 
place  which  our  institution  holds  in  the  community.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  large  state  and  county  sanatoria 
exist  in  Massachusetts,  a  markedly  large  number  apply 
who  seem  to  need  the  greater  privacy  of  our  institution, 
where  accommodations  can  be  had  for  reasonable  prices 
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which,  although  far  below  the  cost  of  each  patient,  are 
necessarily  higher  than  in  public  institutions. 

In  regard  to  plans  for  further  development:  during 
the  coming  year  we  are  to  build  a  set  of  seven  dressing- 
rooms,  adjoining  a  large  sleeping  balcony,  which  will  be 
used  chiefly  for  patients  who  are  on  the  road  to  recovery 
and  who  do  not  need  the  close  supervision  necessary  at 
first,  but  who  will  have  medical  supervision  and  treat¬ 
ment  in  quarters  that  can  be  supplied  at  a  somewhat 
lower  rate  than  in  other  parts  of  the  building.  This 
department  will  be  especially  beneficial  to  those  who,  in 
consequence  of  a  long  stay,  feel  it  necessary  to  leave 
earlier  than  is  thought  wise  because  of  financial  diffi¬ 
culties.  This  plan  when  carried  out  will,  therefore, 
materially  add  to  the  usefulness  of  the  sanatorium. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the  Children’s  Depart¬ 
ment  is  another  very  gratifying  feature  of  our  work. 
The  “Pavilion,”  which  is  quite  separate  but  within  con¬ 
venient  distance  from  the  Women’s  Department,  has 
been  filled  during  the  year,  at  times  even  having  had 
more  than  the  full  quota  of  patients.  We  still  have  the 
satisfaction  of  being  in  touch  with  the  Cambridge  Anti¬ 
tuberculosis  Association,  which  keeps  six  of  our  children’s 
beds  filled,  and  the  results  obtained  have  been  a  great 
source  of  satisfaction  to  those  in  charge  of  both  Associa¬ 
tions.  This  increase  in  popularity  is  in  many  cases  due 
to  the  influence  of  those  who,  having  seen  in  their  own 
children  the  beneficial  effects  produced  by  life  at  the 
“Pavilion,”  urge  others  to  do  likewise.  The  medical 
profession  also  is  waking  up  to  the  paramount  impor¬ 
tance  of  giving  special  care  to  children  who  are  showing 
signs  of  debility,  lack  of  growth,  and  other  abnormal 
symptoms,  forerunners  of  trouble  later,  especially  when 
seen  in  tubercular  families.  To  see  the  pale,  tired,  ill, 
and  unhappy  children  who  come  to  Sharon  begin  to 
brighten,  and  finally  enter  fully  into  the  spirit  of  the 
place,  is  an  inspiring  sight.  The  open-air  school  for 
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general  instruction  in  various  grades,  and  out-door 
classes  for  teaching  useful  crafts,  and  the  “posture 
clinics”  all  combined,  to  say  nothing  of  the  motherly 
care  given  by  the  Matron  and  her  assistants,  serve 
quickly  to  make  a  metamorphosis  in  the  general  aspect 
and  health  of  the  little  invalids  who  enter  the  sanatorium, 
the  victims  of  poor,  unhygienic  surroundings  in  which 
they  have  been  exposed  to  tuberculosis  in  the  family 
and  are  beginning  to  show  the  symptoms  of  a  condition 
which,  unless  prompt  measures  are  adopted,  often  serves 
as  a  foundation  of  disease  later  in  life. 


In  the  Women’s  Department,  the  proceeds  of  the 
free-bed  fund  have  been  devoted  to  the  needs  of  two 


patients  who  needed  prolonged  special  treatment  which 
would  not  have  been  possible  had  the  beneficial  help 
through  this  fund  not  been  forthcoming.  That  others  may 
be  induced  to  create  similar  funds  is  our  desire  and  hope.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT  FOR  1927 


THE  year  has  been  a  successful  one  from  almost  all 
points  of  view.  The  beds  have  been  filled  practi¬ 
cally  at  all  times  and  usually  there  have  been  one  or 
two  cases  waiting  for  a  chance  to  enter  the  women’s 
department. 

The  Children’s  Pavilion  has  run  to  capacity  the  whole 
year  and  we  have  for  short  periods  set  up  one  or  two 
extra  beds  in  the  ward  to  accommodate  an  occasional 
case  in  excess  of  our  normal  capacity. 

The  buildings  are  in  excellent  condition  and  they 
have  been  painted  on  the  outside  during  the  summer. 
About  the  average  amount  of  repairing  has  been  neces¬ 
sary.  The  largest  item  of  expense  again  is  for  plumbing. 
For  new  construction,  a  hen  house  has  been  built  and  a 
vegetable  cellar  has  been  made  by  the  side  of  the  barn. 

Early  this  autumn  we  began  classes  for  the  children 
in  “rhythmic  exercises”  conducted  by  instructors  from 
the  Florence  Fleming  Noyes  School  of  Rhythm.  Too 
short  a  time  has  elapsed  to  enable  us  to  make  any  exact 
deductions  as  to  the  value  of  this  drill.  Miss  Dalzell, 
the  instructor  in  charge,  has  taken  pictures  of  the  children 
to  show  the  faulty  postures  assumed  by  them  as  they 
attempt  to  stand  erect.  She  intends  to  take  other 
pictures  some  time  later  for  comparison.  In  other 
classes  that  she  has  had  elsewhere,  postures  have  im¬ 
proved  to  a  striking  degree,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
results  at  the  Pavilion  will  be  equally  good.  The  children 
as  a  rule  are  much  interested  in  this  new  diversion,  and 
it  seems  justifiable  to  give  this  method  of  treatment  a 
thorough  trial.  The  “drill  work”  is  not  too  strenuous 
for  any  person  who  is  able  to  take  exercise  and  is  there- 
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fore  safe  for  the  children  and  is  an  advantage  in  that 
they  are  not  so  prone  to  overdo  as  in  ordinary  play. 

In  the  endeavor  to  curb  further  the  natural  instincts 
for  strenuous  running  and  jumping  that  often  work 
disastrously  in  hilum  tuberculosis  the  work  of  the  occu¬ 
pational  teacher  is  of  great  value.  The  children  appar¬ 
ently  enjoy  this  work  and  have  made,  under  the  teacher’s 
direction,  many  useful  and  ornamental  articles.  This 
work  is  self-supporting  except  for  the  salary  of  the 
teacher,  since  the  sale  of  baskets  and  other  things  made 
by  the  children  pays  for  all  materials. 

The  farm  has  yielded  particularly  well  this  year,  and 
we  shall  doubtless  have  enough  root-crops  to  carry  us 
through  the  winter.  The  hens  and  the  pigs  are  also 
apparently  yielding  a  profit. 

Quite  the  most  important  addition  to  the  work'  at  the 
Sanatorium  will  be  the  changes  made  in  the  former 
1 ‘treatment  room”  to  accommodate  seven  more  patients,

in  the  form  of  cubicles  or  dressing-rooms  in  connection 
with  a  large  sleeping  balcony.  This  addition  seems  to 
be  necessary  because  of  the  applications  that  have  been 
made  for  accommodations  during  the  last  few  years, 
and,  furthermore,  the  decreased  cost  will  prove  a  boon  to 
many  patients  who  should  remain  but  who  cannot  con¬ 
tinue  to  pay  the  full  amount  that  we  have  to  charge  for 
the  ordinary  rooms.  This  addition  will  be  made  chiefly 
for  definitely  convalescent  cases;  exceptionally,  for  any 
strictly  incipient  case  which  does  not  need  bed  treatment 
at  the  outset.

Of  the  sixteen  cases  discharged  from  the  Children^ 
Pavilion  during  the  year  there  was  evidence  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  hilum  glands  in  each  instance,  as  shown 
by  the  X-ray.  In  addition,  four  had  definite  physical1 
signs  in  the  chest.  In  eight  others  the  history  showed 
that  they  had  been  in  contact  with  open  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis.  In  three  others  there  were  attendant  troubles, 
one  having  tuberculosis  of  the  skin,  one  bronchitis  and 
one  asthma. 

The  average  age  of  the  children  was  9.8  years.  The 
average  gain  in  weight  was  15.7  pounds.  The  greatest 
gain  was  26%  pounds,  and  no  child  lost  weight. 

No  cases  are  admitted  to  the  children’s  department 
that  show  any  signs  of  open  tuberculosis,  and  the  Pavi¬ 
lion  is  so  far  removed  from  the  main  Sanatorium,  where 
the  adult  cases  are  housed,  that  there  is  no  possible 
danger  of  one  department  interfering  in  any  way  with 
the  other.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SHARON  SANATORIUM 


Article  I. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  those  persons  signing  the  articles  of  asso¬ 
ciation  and  of  such  persons  as  they  or  their  successors  shall  elect  to  be  members. 

Article  II. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  December  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city  of  Boston  as  the 
President,  or  in  default  of  appointment  by  him  the  Secretary,  may  appoint,  and 
notice  of  the  said  meeting  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  by  the  President  or  Secretary 
by  three  days’  notice  in  writing. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

Article  III. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  directors  at  large,  who  shall  serve  for  one 
year  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.  The  said  officers  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  subject  to  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
members  at  meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures  which  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests  to  the 
Corporation;  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation  by  such  compacts  and  engage¬ 
ments  as  they  may  deem  advantageous;  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  such  agents 
or  committees  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  attend  to  the  practical  details  of  the 
working  of  the  hospital  or  to  oversee  and  superintend  the  same;  to  appoint  or 
engage  the  physicians,  surgeons,  matrons,  attendants,  and  servants  employed  in 
the  hospital  and  define  their  duties;  and  this  power  they  may  delegate  to  any  of 
the  committees  above  referred  to,  if  they  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  up  to  the  limit  in 
numbers  authorized  by  these  By-Laws. 

Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

There  shall  be  meetings  of  the  Directors  quarterly,  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.  Special  meetings  of  the  Directors 
shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary. 


Article  V. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors. 
In  his  absence  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Article  VI. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  deeds,  and 
securities  of  the  Corporation,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  any  committee  of  the  Board.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  their  committees. 

Article  VII. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors  and 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose; 
she  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  as  is  provided  in  Article 
II,  and  of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Article  VIII. 

The  property  of  this  Corporation  shall  not  be  alienated,  nor  shall  any  real  estate 
be  purchased  except  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Directors. 

Article  IX. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Corporation 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  such  meeting.
